Stringent Prohibition 
And Control of Cotton 
Out of Food Measure 


After Forcing Drastic Re- 
vision of the Bill, the Op- 
ponents Agreed to Allow 
Fmal Vote on July 21. 


Washington, July 10.—A senate agree- 
ment to vote on President Wilson’s 
food control bill on July 21, five weeks 
after its submission to™~congress as an 
urgent war measure, was followed to- 

ay by issuance from the white house 

of a detailed report by Herbert Hoover 
declaring that both the farmers and 
the public are threatened with serious 
losses unless food control authority is 
given quickly to the federal govern- 
ment. 

Democratic senators secured the 
agreement for a vote only after they 
had consented to strip the bill of some 
of its more drastic features, including 
the stringent prohibition provisions and 
the cotton control plan. So far-reaching 
was the revision demanded, in fact, 
that all-day conferences of the demo- 
cratic steering committee and the agri- 
culture committee resulted in presenta- 
tion of a substitute for the entire meas- 
ure. 

There was no expression of opinion 
from the white house regarding the 
provisions of the substitute bill, but 
it is expected to be agreeable to the 
president in the main. It follows gen- 
erally the lines of the administration 
bill as originally introduced, with pow- 
er to control other industries besides 
food and fuel eliminated. It would 
prohibit manufacture of distilled 
liquors, without provision for govern- 
ment. purchase of existing stocks, and 
would place in the president's hands 
the power and responsibility to decide 
whether prohibition shall be extended 
to beer and wine. 

Wilson Disappointed. 

Neither was any comment on Mr. 
Hoover’s report available at the white 
house, but the fact of its publication 
at this time was regarded as another 
evidence of President Wilson's disap- 
pointment over the THMMT of congress 
to act. He repeatedly has sought to 
impress upon leaders the importance of 
quick enactment of the legislation and 
was particularly anxious that the food 
program be complete by July 1. 

Any plan which can be acted on 
quickly, provided it embodies the ele- 
mentary principles of the administra- 
tion program, is expected to have white 
house support. The control ‘bill now 
has been before the senate more than 
two weeks and the food survey bill, 
another administration measure, has 
been held up in conference since early 
in June. 

With the whole legislative ‘situation 
upset in the senate, the leaders ex- 
pressed doubt tonight whether action 
can be taken under any circumstances 
before Saturday of next week, the date 
set for the vote. The substitute bill, 
drawn by Chairman Gore, of the agri- 
culture committee, was takeng up by 
the committee as soon as it was sub- 
mitted and some progress made in its 
consideration. While the committee fs 
continuing its work, the senate will 
debate general features of the legis- 
lation. 

Senator Chamberlain, who has had 
charge of the bill, secured the agree- 
ment for a vote, stubbornly denied 
heretofore by the opposition, after he 
had given assurances of radical re- 
vision. Later he withdrew the motion 
filed yesterday proposing to invoke for 
the first time the senate cloture rule. 

The Gore Food Control Substitate. 

The Gore substitute provides that the 
government control proposed shall be 
limited to foodstuffs, feed and fuel, 
the original purposgs of the legisla- 
tion, and not include steel, .jron, cotton 
and many other products added dur- 
ing congressional consideration. It 
would authorize federal requisitioning 
and operation of coal mines, limit fed- 
eral licensing to concerns engaged in 
handling or producing foodstuffs or 
fuel, authorize federal purchase and 
sale at “reasonable” prices of food- 
stuffs and fuel, fix a guaranteed mini- 
mum price of $1.50 per hushel for wheat 
and create a salaried board of food 
administration’ subject tu senate con- 
firmation., 

The prohibition section of the substi- 
tute would forbid manufacture, impor- 
tation or exportation of distilled bev- 
erages during the war and would au- 
thorize the commandeering by the gov- 
ernment “if necessary” to secure in- 
dustrial alcohol. The president would 
be authorized to limit or prohibit man- 
ufacture of malt, fermented and vinuos 
beverages. Leaders tonight expressed 
confidence that some such a compro- 
mise provision would be adopted in 
lieu of the senate prohibition sections 
and the so-called Smoot amendment, 
which is unsatisfactory to both wets 
and drys. 

The agriculture committee today ten- 
tatively approved several sections of 
the substitute, including the prevision 
to fix a guaranteed minimum price of 
$1.50 for wheat producers, and will con- 
tinue wurk tomorrow. 

Agreement for a tinal vote on the 
legislation July 21 and, withdrawal of 
the cloture motion, which was to come 
to a vote tomorrow with private polis 
indicating its defeat, came after vir- 
tually every senator became convinced 
that the bill could not be passed with- 
out substantial revision. 

It was with the understanding that 
drastie modification and limitation of 
the legislation was in preparation that 
Senator Chamberlain, in charge of the 
bill, secured the unanimous agreement 


to proceed to final disposal of the bill

Unexpected Good Showing 
Made in Special Report of 
Comptroller General to the. 
Senate Finance Committee 
Tuesday. 


REVISION OF GENERAL 
TAX ACT DETERMINED 


Law Not Revised Since 
1909, and Special Subcom- 
mittees of Both, Legisla- 
tive Branches Are Appoint- 
ed to Handle Matter. 


With a statement of the state's fi- 
nances, as of July 1, handed to the 
chairman of the senate finance com- 


mittee by the comptroller ° general, 
showing a balance of $542,047.95 in fa- 
vor of the state, with the house ways 
and means committee and the senate 
finance eommittee agreed upon a re- 
vision of the tax act, which has not 
been revised since -s@@ipeand,..with whole- 
some increases in tax returns coming 
in to the state tax commiessioner from 
counties generally, the prospect of a 
way out of the state’s financial wilder- 
ness brightened very perceptibly Tues- 
day. ; ° . 

In view of the deficit for 1917 of 
$435,000 shown in Comptroller General 
William A. Wright’s report, as of Jan- 
uary 1, made public a fortnight age, 
his statement as of July 1, transmitted 
to Senator H. R. DeJarnette, chairman 
of the senate finance committee, Tues- 
day, showing a balance of more than 
half a million in the state’s favor, an 
increase of nearly $1,0000,000 over the 
former showing, members of both 
branches of the general assembly who 
have been struggling with the state’s 
financial problems ever since the legis- 
lature met two weeks ago were greatly 
pleased. 

This showing its all the more surpris- 
ing in that it follows recent allegations 
to the effect that the state is nearly 
$4,000,000 behind in payment of its ob- 
ligations. 

What Statement Shows. 

This statement is not a statement of 
the present condition of the treasury, 
but of the status of the state’s finances. 
includifig not only the money in the 
treasury, but uncollected revenues, es- 
timated revenue for 1917 and balances 
carried over, balanced against all un- 
paid 1916 and 1917 appropriations and a 
temporary loan of $200,000, which is 
due in September. 

While the big difference in favor of 
the state is due in part to balances in 
favor of the state mot carried over in 
the comptroller general's January re- 
port amd to other items in the state's 
favor not creditable to the revenues to 
be produced in 1917, there has been 
an unexpected improvement in the 
gtate’s finances from several sources 
since the January report. 

Among items included in Tuesday’s 
statement from the comptroller, but 
not included 4m the January report, is 
a balance of some $200,000 in the state's 
favor, carried over from 1916: overdue 
revenues collected for 1916 and years 


prior; a sum of $30,000 back taxes from 
the Georgia railroad, recently won by 
the state in litigation; a very appre- 
ciable increase in inheritance taxes 
over what had been expected, the total 
of $200,000 estimated for the year hav- 
ing already been practically reached; 
the rather prompt payment of taxes 
now due, and other minor items of 
revenue.

A Berlin 
dispatch to The Cologne Gazette. aa 
cabled from Amsterdam by the Central 
News, says that after the chancellor 
made fis address Mathias Erzberger, 
the Centrist leader, declared that the 
debate had strengthened his conviction 
that the whole situation required ener- 
getic action by the reichstag. He com- 
bated violently the claims of the pan-

nized as “an activity which had sur- 
passed all expectations.”

“The German public very uneasy 
regarding the absence of news as to the 
decisions of the crown council which 
the emperor held vesterday,” says the 
dispatch.

Other advices from the same source 
say that the meeting of the crown 
council lasted three hours, being one of 
the longest on record since July, 1914, 
when Emperor William signed the 
mobilization order that preceded the 
declaration of war.

RUSSIA THRILLED 
BY MARTIAL SPIRIT. 


Petrograd, July 11.—The powerful 
Russian offensive is having the effect 
of stimulating martial spirit through- 
out the country. The war office is 
receiving daily scores of telegrams from 
various parts of Russia, Siberia and 
the Caucasus of the formation of 
“storm battalions’ and from garrisons 
asking to be sent to the front.

Petrograd, July 10.—General Korni- 
lofft’s operatons in Galicia along a front 
of twenty miles have broken the Aus- 


tro-German front between Halicz and 
the Carpathians and already the Rus- 
Sian cavalry has pressed forward fora 
distance of sixteen. miles. 

To the west of the Dniester, as a re- 
sult of the Russian forward movement, 
Halicz has been hemmed in from the 
south and southwest, and the Russians 
are now menacing the Halicz bridge- 
head: 

From July 2 to 8 inclusive, General 
Korniloff took 14,000 prisoners and 55 
guns, Of which 12 were heavy pieces.

Walsh Criticises Story of Al- 
leged Submarine Attack 
on U. S. Troop Ships. 


Washington, July 10.—During debate 
on the trading with the enemy bill to- 
day, Representative Walsh. of Massa- 
chusetts; criticised the public informa- 
tion committee’s account of the sub- 
Marine attack on the American expedi- 
tion and attacked the war department 
for diverting and delaying delivering 
of cablegrams regarding the troops ad- 
dressed to the Associated Press. 

Mr. Walsh's remarks, as revised 
the Congressional Record, follow 
part: 

“As a matter of fact, as I understand 
it, the Associated Press, that great 
news gathering agency of our country, 
a body of publishers, loyal every one, 
had a representative aboard one of the 
Ships, and he sent a dispatch announc- 
ing a safe and uneventful voyage. 
at least apparentlv was not awakened 
by the heavy gunfire and roar and din 
of battle. 

“Later, on July 5,¢he sent a second 
dispatch again stating there had been 
no such attack as had been so glori- 
ously depicted through the information 
bureau. And, later on, when dispatches 
which had passed our censor with Gen- 
eral Pevshine’s forces in France 
reached this side by cable, they were di- 
verted to one of the executive depart- 
ments, inspected and possibly censored 
—I do not know——and after several 
hours’ delay were permitted to reach 
their destination. ’ 

“These dispatches were coming here 
from France; they had been passed, as 
I am informed, by our officials abroad, 
and yet they were diverted and delayed, 
and only permitted to reach their des- 
tination after inspection by some offi- 
cial in Washington. I doubt the au- 
thority for such a proceeding, but as- 
suming it to be based on proper author- 
ity, what purpose was served by this 
program. Surely they would not con- 
tain information useful to the enemy, 
and if they only contained an account 
of the supposed, yes, or real attack on 
our ships, could not our officers in 
France be depended on to take proper 
safeguards”? 

“During many weeks the press of the 
country has submitted to a voluntary 
censorship, as it were. In my opinion. 
the editors of our American newspapers 
can be relied on, and they are not so 
eager for news as to betray our counh- 
try, and neither are the correspondents 
anxious to ar@guse unnecessary fears by 
undue embellishment of ordinary 
events.”’

‘6. In order to do justice to the pro- 
ducers who have shown great patriot- 
ism in a special effort to increase pro- 
duction in 1917 and to further stimu- 
late the efforts of 1918, it is absolutely 
vital that we shall protect the farmer 
from slump in prices this year due to a 
glut or from the uncontrolled decisions 
of any one buyer. I am informed that 
most of the allied countries have fixed 
the price of wheat to the farmer at 
$1.80 per bushel, and many of their

$1.50 per bushel, Chicago. 

“Neither their responsible officers 
nor I hold this view, because I con- 
sider that the stimulation of produc- 
tion, if no other reason, is in the long 
run in the interest of the allies.

repeat themselves in even more vicious 
form at this time next year; third, the 
speculator, legitimate or vicious, has 
taken a large part of the money now 
being paid by the consumer. 

“7. It seems to be overlooked in some 
quarters that the marketing of this 
year’s wheat is surrounded with cir- 
cumstances new to history and that the 
old distributing safeguards are torn 
away by isolation from the reciprocal 
markets abroad and the extinction of 
a free export market and free export 
transportation. 

“The harvest has begun to move and 
from these very causes the price of 
wheat has begun to drop and if the 
farmer is to sell his wheat, either the 
speculator must return to the market 


to buy and carry on not only the nor- | 


mal flow from the farmer in excess of 
domestic and foreign requirements, but 
also the glut due to the restriction 
upon the outlet to the latter.

BRITAIN WAITS 
FOR FODD CONTROL. 


London, July 11.—Lord Rhondda, the 
food controller, in a statement to the 
Associated Press today on the embargo 
proclamation of President Wilson, said: 

“The comprehensive and effective 
character of the president’s latest action 
is typical of the way in which the 
United States has thrown itself heart 
and soul into the war. It seems to me 
that the additional pressure which will 
thereby be brought to bear upon our 
common enemies should go far toward 
bringing this struggle to an earlier 
termination, especially in view of the 
fact that in applying an embargo on 
provisions. the president will have the 
advantage of Mr. Hoover's unequalled 
knowledge of conditions in the neutral 
countries. 

“The embargo should also, by divert- 
ing supplies from neutral destinations, 
help to solve the food problem of the 
|\Furopean allies. But while our dif- 
ficulties as regards supply are appre- 
ciably eased by this embargo, we can- 
not really effectively deal with the 
vital and pressing question of price 
until congress passes the food bill. So 
long as there is no control over the 
principal market, so long obviously 
must the prices of the allies’ staple foods 
remain variable, and, as a rule, danger- 
ously high. I hope soon to announce 
measures for the control of our own 
home grown crops. This should help 
to equalize distribution and reduce 
prices. But it will, of course, be in- 
finitesimal as compared with the world- 
wide effect of the present food dis- 
cussion in congress, the result of which 
we await with natural anxiety.”

Copenhaffen, July 10.—A German ar- 
riving here last night from Berlin 
makes the statement that the purpose 
of Herr Erzberger, the Catholic center 
party leader, in making his sensational 
speech betore the main committee of the 
reichstag on Saturday, was to cause 
an abandonment of the submarine cam- 
paign as well as the proclamation of a 
peace program without annexations or 
indemnities. 

The majority in the reichstag has 
been practically formed on the basis 
of these demands which it was thought 
would align America with Russia for 
peace and powerfully influence France 
and England. It was said the same ma-

ministry with Dr. Gustav Stresemann, 
nationalist, and Philipp Scheidemann as 
candidates for portfolios. 

Although the German censor has kept 
out of the newspapers. the speech bDe- 
fore the reichstag main committee of 
Mathias Erzberger, leader of the Catho- 
lic center party, in which he attacked 
the German admiralty and the pan-Ger- 
mans, an idea of the nature of his ref- 
erences to the German submarine cam- 
paign may be gained from the angry 
comment of Count Ernst von Revent- 
low, naval expert of The Tages Zei- 
tung of Berlin. The count declares that 
in attempting to end the submarine 
campaign Herr Erzberger and his sup- 
porters are aiming at destruction of the 
nation’s confidence in victory which de- 
pends so largely on the submarine, and 
of the prospect of a German peace. 

Herr Erzberger’s criticisms in which 
Count Reventlow intimates the foreign 
office sympathizes, seem to hit a tender 
point in the German submarine policy, 
namely, the failure to produce promised 
results within fixed time limits, for, 
Savs the count, “It would be grotesque 
childishness or partisan politics to say 
to the government in committee some- 
thing as follows: ‘You fixed the sub- 
marine program for a definite number 
of months. This period now has expir- 
ed. No decision has been reached. You 
therefore erred where no error was per- 
missible.’”’ 

Count Reventlow answers this hypo- 
thetical presentation of the case bv in- 
sisting that the sole question to be an- 
swered in wéighing a decision in the 
submarine war was whether it would 
have a decisive success within a speci- 
fied period. That Herr Erzberger’s at- 
tack took these lines also is indicated 
bv citizens of the statistics by Vice Ad- 
miral von Capelle and Vice Chancellor 
Helfferich to prove that the submarine 
ampAaign is wearing Great Britain down 
and the war minister's attempt to show 
how submarine ruthlessness is helping 
the land campaign. 


AUSTRIA IN FIGHT 
AGAINST HOLLWEG. 


Zurich, July 10.—Six influential rep- 
resentatives of the centrist party in 
Germany went to Vienna last week.

‘CUTS IN BARRICADE 
WORK OF OUTSIDER, 
THINKS U. S. OFFICER 


Colonel J. T. Van Orsdale, commander 
of the prison guard at Fort McPherson, 
|expressed the belief yesterday that the

The barricade was 
recently completed, and the prisoners 
were removed to their quarters last 
week.

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SAVE THE TAXATION LAW. 


Pending before the Georgia legislature 
are three bills for the repeal of the tax 
equalization law, but unless out of the lot 
can be evolved a better law than the exist: 
ing one all of them ought to be voted down. 

Any proposal to repeal the tax equaliza- 
~tion law in the abstract, without substituting 
something better, would be criminal folly. 

There never was a law affecting Geor- 
gia’s financial condition ever written into 
the books that worked more satisfactorily 
than the present tax law. 

The summary repeal of that act, throwing 
the making of tax returns back, as they once 
were, purely upon a voluntary basis, would 
have a paralyzing effect upon the fiscal af- 
fairs of the state. 

Nobody objects to an honest effort to 
strengthen the law. That is one thing; re- 
peal is another thing! 

Governor Dorsey, in his inaugural ad- 
dress, has taken the position that this law 
cannot and must not be repealed, although 
he quite agrees that it is susceptible of 
being strengthened. 

But the law should not be meddled with 
at all unless to strengthen it. 

‘Whatever the legislature does toward im- 
proving the act and to bring in sources of 
ire@@f#' not now enjoyed by the state will be 
in the nature of a public service. 

But the fight for arbitrary repeal of it, 
without substituting anything in its place, 
is not only folly, but madness. 


TO UTILIZE OUR PORTS. 


In an effort to facilitate the commerce of 
this country, foreign and domestic, the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce has essayed 
upon a campaign looking to a diversion of a 
fairly proportionate amount of traffic to our 
southern and southeastern ports, thus re- 
lieving the congestion in eastern freight 
yards. 

This is a movement that calls for the 
aggressive co-operation, not only of every 
shipper and every commercial! interest in 
the soutH, but of those of every other sec- 
tion of the country—even those of the east- 
ern seaboard-—and the New England manu- 
facturing districts as well—because the en- 
tire country is suffering under present con 
ditions and would be materially benefited 
by the suggested relief. 

The tendency of American shipping, as 
matters stand and have stood from time 
immemorial, is and has been toward New 
York and contiguous ports. Freight con- 
signed for foreign ports—even those of 
South America and Central America—from 
the northeast, the middle west, the west, 
and even the south and the southeast, is in 
the main shipped by rail to tidewater at or 
pear New York, thence by cargo carriers to 
destination. Thus a large part of our south- 
ern and southeastern products—our iron 
manufactures and the cotton with which to 
clothe the world—are shipped north, away 
from our gulf ports, past our south Atlantic 
and gulf ports, to the eastern seaboard. 
This applies even to our exports to Latin 
America, and what passes through the Pan- 
ama canal. They go north, are loaded in 
ghips, then double back, past the points of 
origin, on their way to consignee, a needless 
“waste of from three to five thousands of 
miles’ transportation by rail and ship! 

The result of all this, in this day of war 
conditions which places an extraordinary 
burden upon our rail and port facilities, is 
that in the vicinity of New York 20,000 
* Joaded freight cars are tied up and lying 
idle because of freight volume in excess of 
facilities for handling. Within a radius of 
100 miles of New York the number of loaded 
ears thus blockaded is perhaps around 
60,000. And the congestion “backs up,” 
naturally, far into the interior, and it seri- 
ously affects the commerce of the entire 
country. / 

Furthermore, the available freight cars 
of the country have accumulated in the 
north and east until today on the trunk 
lines north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers 
are no fewer than 100,000 box cars alone in 
excess of what those lines own; while at the

UTILIZ ATION OF SOUTHERN PORTS 
TO RELIEVE FREIGHT CONGESTION 
PROPOSED BY ATLANTA CHAMBER 


An active campaign has been instituted 
by the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce under 
the direction of President Ivan E. Allen for 
the more extensive use of the southern ports, 
particularly the ports of Savannah and 
Brunswick, in relieving the freight conges- 
tion on export traffic which has resulted in 
seriously blocking commerce through New 
York and other eastern ports. 

The serious congestion of export traffic 
in New York harbor and all of the large 
eastern ports has adversely affected trafffic 
throughout the south, and particularly in the 
interior. One result of this congestion is 
that it has tied up an extraordinarily large 
number of freight cars which belong to the 
south and which should be in use for the 
handling of southern products. Practically 
every industry throughout the southeastern 
territory is affected by this congestion. 

President Allen,.of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, has made a careful investiga- 
tion of the matter, and is convinced that if 
a generous percentage of the traffic not only 
from this territory, but from the west, could 
be moved through the southern ports, as is 
entirely possible, the tendency would be to 
relieve the congestion in the east and to 
release these freight cars for use in this 
territory. — 

If matters are allowed to continue as they 
are, there is no doubt about the fact now 
that the United States is at war, the eastern 
congestion will grow worse instead of bet- 
ter. We are not only shipping supplies to 
the allies, but will soon have an enormous 
number of men, equipment and all kinds of 
Supplies for ourselves; and if the present 
policy of routing practically all of the busi- 
ness through the eastern ports is continued, 
the situation will grow worse than ever. 

It is entirely possible that the harbor and 
dock facilities of the eastern ports are suf- 
ficient to take care ofall the traffic that has 
been offered them, but the same cannot be 
said of the railroad terminals. Thousands 
and tens of thousands of carloads of freight, 
not only for export, but for domestic use, ag 
well, have been tied up in the eastern yards, 
The congestion has extended far into the in- 
terior, and it became necessary at times to 
Place embargoes on further shipments. 

All of this means an accumulation in the 
north and east of the freight cars which are 
so badly needed for handling the increasing 
traffic. It is said there are now on the trunk 
lines north of the Potomac and Ohio rivers 
at least 100,000 box cars more than are 
owned by those lines. And while this is true 
the southeastern group of roads is short 
about 25,000 box cars as compared with what 
they own. 


The Fasiest Solution. 

It is clearly apparent from this situation 
that the transportation question can never be 
satisfactorily solved as long as the effort is 
made to jam this enormous volume of busi- 
ness through the eastern ports. As long as 
this continues the northern railroad lines 
will have an enormous excess of equipment 
and the rest of the country will suffer from 
a great car shortage. This suffering, al- 
ready acute in the southeast, is greatly in- 
creasing. 

As President Allen sees it, what is needed 
igs a closer co-operation between representa- 


_— 


tives of the United States government who 
deal with the transportation of men and sup- 
plies, and the representatives of foreign g0OV- 
ernments, with the authorities who control 
the handling of the ships and with the rail- 
roads. 

‘There is apparently no sound reason why 
the distributers of ships by which this busi- 
ness is to move abroad,” President Allen said, 
“cannot handle a considerably larger amount 
of freight from south Atlantic ports than has 
heretofore been done, at least as effectively 
as they are doing from the eastern ports. 
The facilities of Savannah and Brunswick 
have never been taxed during all of this 
period. The railroads in this part of the 
country have not been congested during the 
war. The labor conditions at our ports are 
less exacting, the harbors more accessible, 
and there are few, if any, conditions to con- 
tend with so far as the expense of lighter- 
age is concerned. 

“In the winter the weather conditions in- 
terfere greatly with the work at the ports 
in the east, and with the service of the rail- 
roads. We have practically no interference 
of this sort at Savannah and Brunswick. 

“On all passenger or freight business 
Originating in the south the railroad haul is 
very much shorter and can be performed 
much more quickly to our own ports than 
to the eastern ports; and with the same num- 
ber of cars available; a much larger amount 
of business can be taken care of, because of 
the quicker transit to shipside. The dis- 
tances from the principal shipping points 
north of the Ohio river to Savannah and 
Brunswick are but little greater than to the 
eastern ports. Indeed, it is quite practicable 
to handle freight from the Pittsburg dis- 
trict for export to Europe through Savannah 
and Brunswick.” ‘ 

Work Already Begun. 


Holding these views, Mr. Allen has seri- 
ously taken hold of the problem, and has 
brought it to the attention of prominent 


business men throughout the southeast. The 
work has thus already begun and it is indi- 
cated that it will not be many days before 
something definite: in the direction outlined 
is accomplished. 

Now that the United States is in the war, 
and we are not only shipping supplies to the 
allies, but will have enormous movements of 
men, equipment and all kinds of supplies 
ourselves, we are certain to have extremely 
bad congestion and delays at all of the large 
eastern ports, if the present policy of rout- 
ing practically all of the business throggh 
these ports is continued. 

The harbor and dock facilities 
ports may possibly be sufficient to take care 
of more business, but the railroad terminals 
certainly are not, and can not be mad# so. 
During many periods in the last two years 
freight, not only for export, but for domes- 
tic use, has been tied up by the thousands 
and tens of thousands of carloads on the 
railroad lines leading to the eastern ports. 
The delay to the freight in those cars was 
bad enough, but that is only part of the 
trouble. The railroad terminals and yards be- 
came blocked, not only in the immediate 
neighborhood of the ports, but the conges- 
tion and blockades back up, so to speak, far 
into the interior, embargoes have to be 
placed, and a general condition of confusion 
and delays ensues. 

Furthermore, the available freight cars 
of the country have accumulated in the north

SPONGY GUMS. 

Whether the dentist would call it pyor- 
rhoea alveolaris or just plain chronic gingi- 
vitis, there are many cases of spongy, sore 
and bleeding gums noted in the routine prac- 
tice of a family physician. Whether the 
dentist looks upon ipecac and its active prin- 
ciple, emetin, as useful in such cases or just 
a passing fad, it is unquestionable that much 
relief is obtained from the ipecac or emetin 
treatment. 

In a series of forty-two cases of spongy 
Gums, very spongy gums, and spongy gums 
with loose teeth, a thorough trial @f the 
ipecac treatment gave the following results: 

Of fourteen patients with spongy gums, 
eleven showed marked improvement, two 
moderate improvement, and one but slight 
improvement, while those treated by hypo- 
dermic doses of emetin twice a day for a 
week (1-6th grain emetin hydrochloride), 
followed by a hypodermic injection once a day 
for a second week (1-3d grain dose), to- 
gether with local treatment of the gums, 
showed 85S per cent marked improvement. 
Cases of loose teeth with spongy gums 
showed 78 per cent marked improvement, 
although in no case did the teeth become 
firmly set once more. Emetin or ipecac, of 
course, cannot restore lost tissue. 

The local treatment referred to consisted 
of the daily swabbing of the gums with wine 
of ipecac, plus such other measures as the 
conditions indicated to the dentist. 

That people with tender, bleeding gums 
obtain marked relief from the use of very 
dilute solutions of ipecac or a tooth paste 
containing, ipecac on the toothbrush is a4 
fact too well established in experience to 
permit debate. 

Ipecac or emetin was at first heralded 
as a specific cure for pyorrhoea, and it may 
perhaps cure some cases, but, alas, like the 
famous salvarsan it has hardly lived up to 
the press agént’s advance notives. Ipecac 
intelligently used is an aid, rarely or never 
an injury, but the cure of pyorrhoea still 
remains a problem which can be solved only 
by careful co-operation on the part of physi- 
cian and dentist. 

A solution of a few drops of fluid ex- 
tract or ipecac in an ounce of alcohol is 
sufficient—even one drop in an ounce, and 
a few drops of this on the toothbrush once 
a day. 

In using such a remedy remember that 
not the strength, but the duration of con- 
tact is that important thing. Therefore, do 
not rinse away the ipecac, but. leave it in 
the mouth.

Asserting that the cattle tick is an ally 
to the kaiser, and that the best way Georgia 
can help the allies to win the war is to de- 
stroy that parasite which stands as the sole 
cause for the importation of meat to feed the 
people of this state and which the sole 
cause for the millions of acres of idle, non- 
productive lands in south Georgia, Alex Kk. 
Sessoms, fresident of the Georgia Land Own- 
ers’ association, arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day to confer with members of the agricul- 
tural committee of the state legislature and 
urge amendments to existing laws and ap- 
propriations necessary to insure the elimina- 
tion of the cattle tick from Georgia in the 
next two years. 

The Georgia Land Owners’ 
growing rapidly in membership and already 
representing 4,000,000 acres owned by the 
most progressive farmers and land owners 
in thirty of the tick-infested counties in 
south Georgia, is organized for a three years’ 
campaign to rid the state of ticks and do 
other things necessary to mobilize the com- 
bined resources of Georgia land owners t» 
upbuild a profitable live stock industry and 
make the lands more productive and more 
valuable to the owners. 

Mr. Sessoms is accompanied by R. M 
Pindell, Jr., vice president of the Southern 
Settlement and Development Organization, 
which has rendered valuable assistance ty 
Mr. Sessoms and his associates in obtaining 
memberships and which has devoted much 
time to the upbuilding of the live stock in- 
dustry in the south, and also by T. W. Tift 
and J. F. McCrackin, members appointed by 
the board of control of the Georgia Land 
Owners’ association to prepare a tick eradi- 
cation bill or to give support to some satis- 
factory measure already before the legisla- 
ture. 

Mr. Sessoms declares that a special drive 
will be made for additional members to the 
association during the next four weeks, so 
that when the real work of destroying the 
tick begins after the enactment of satisfac- 
tory legislation, his association will be in po- 
sition in a majority of tick-infested counties 
to see that the work does not fail.

The Andrews resolution, providing 
for the creation of a joint committee 
of the house and. senate to investigate 
the prices of food and fuel and other 
necessities of life and the conditions 
under which they are sold, with a 
view to ascertaining whether not 
there exists in Georgia any combine or 
other uneconomic means of elevating 
the prices or reStricting the supply, 
will be called from the table in the 
senate this morning, and itS passage 
or defeat will be fought to a conclu- 
Bion.

The resolution would create a com- 
mittee of three senators and five mem- 
bers of the house with powers to con- 
duct a searching investigation into the 
matter of excessive increases in the 
prices charged for coal, which has 
been the subject of considerable com- 
ment and exchange of correspondence 
lately nationally, but without any ap- 
parent great results 80 far. It would 
also provide machinery for making 
similar investigations into the prices 
of food and other necessaries of life. 

Should the resolution fail of pas- 
sage in the senate, it is certain that 
the fight will be renewed in the house. 

Ihe statement that the fight will be 
made for the passage of the resolution 
in the senate Wednesday was author- 
ized by Senator Walter P. Andrews, of 
the thirty-fifth, author of the bill, 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Statement by Andrews. 

“The only purpose there is in my 
resolution,” said Senator Andrews, “is 
to put the state of (Georgia, through 
its investigating powers, behind an in- 
vestigation into the causes that are 
producing the excessively high prices 
of food, fuel and other necessaries of 
life. For instance, last winter steam 
coal sold around $3 per ton, and at this 
time, in midsummer, they are charg- 
ing around $9 per ton, while the cost 
of mining coal has not. risen appre- 
ciably nor has the cost of transport- 
ing coal risen at all, and what we 
ought to find’ out for the people 1s 
this: Into whose pockets go the dif- 
ferences between $3 last winter and 
$9 this summer per ton. There is some- 
thing rotten somewhere, and, as one 
of the representatives of the people, I 
am anxious to help discover it and 
remedy it. My resolution will be call- 
ed from the. table tomorrow morning.” 

Fight Begun Tuesday. 

The favorable report of the senate 
committee on the state of the repub-

Wohlwender Fights Bill. 


After Senator Andrews had explain- 
ed the purpose of the bill, which is to 
create a council of defense to co-oper- 
ate with the National Council of De- 
fense and to advise with the governor 
and assist in the mobilization and con- 
Bervation of the resources af the state 
in time of war, Senator Wohlwender 
took the floor in opposition® not to the 
purposes of the bill, but to the form 
of council proposed. The bill proposes 
that the council shall consist of the 
governor, the commissioner 
merce and labor, the state superintend- 
ent of publié schools, the commissioner 
of agriculture and the adjutant general, 
as ex-officio members, while the gov- 
ernor shall appoint the following 
members: 

One representative of the manufac- 
turing interests of the state, one rep- 
resentative of labor, one representa- 
tive of the farmers, two women who 
Shall represent the Red Cross and the 
several relief and emergency economy 
BOcieties, one physician who shall rep- 
resent the medical profession, one rep- 
resentative of the bankers, one repre- 
sentative of the railroads, one repre- 
sentative engineer, and one citizen of 
Georgia who shall be a member of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association of 
America. 

It was to the appointment of these 
citizens instead of the continuance of 
the citizens appointed by the former 
Administration, among whom is Fred 
Gordon, prominent manufacturer and 
fellow-townsman of Senator Wohlwen- 
der, to which Senator Wohlwender ob- 
jected. 

Senator Wohlwender mentioned the 
name of Mr. Gordon, as an illustration 
of the personnel of the present-council, 
and said he dtd not think it is right 
to discontinue the services of these 
men and appoint others, and that to do 
80 would be “a slap in the face” for 
them and Governor Harris. He then 
euggested that the appointments, in- 
stead of being made to represent the 
various interests of the state of im- 
portance in prosecution of the war, be 
made one for each congressional dis- 
trict, later changing his proposal to 
that of continuing the service of the 
citizens now serving on the present 
council in addition to the statehouse 
officials named in. the > bill. 

Opposes More Offices, 

While the bill carries no provision 
for an appropriation, Senator Carswell, 
of the Twenty-first, was of the opinion 
that in the long run it would cost about 
$20,000, and he opposed the appoint- 
ment feature hotly. 

“IT am against creating any more 
offices,” he said. “We'll get those fel- 
lows in the capitol and we'll never get 
them out again. They are here now 
like wharf rats. If the governor gets 
these appointments he can build up a 
political machine that will make the 
State department of agriculture look 
like thirty cents. 1 don’t want to de- 
feat the measure, but I am opposed 
to creating new offices.”’ 

Senator Wohlwender replied that if 
the council could accomplish what it 
is édlianed it would be worth more 
than whatever it might cost the state. 

“While this is no time to inject poli- 
tics into this measure,” ae continued, 
“vet I think that some men on the

The house of representatives at the 
Tuesday morning session declined to 
indorse the first suggestion offered 
by the chairman of the appropriations 
committee for arriving at just minimum 
appropriations to state institutions, 
which was that the committee be em- 
powered to employ a stenographer, sum- 
mon witnesses to testify as to the exact 
needs of institutions and submit the 
testimony to the house together with 
the committee's recommendations. 

A resolution was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, asking this power, but the house 
instantly “shied” at the appropriations 
feature involved for the expenses of 
the proposed investigation, and tabled 
the resolution by a vote of 93 to 85, 
the motion to table being made by 
Mr. Swift, of Muscogee. A subsequent 
motion by Mr. McCrory, of Schley; to 
take the resolution from the table lost, 
41 to 72. 

Object to Expense. 

The sole objection of the house was 
to the expense of the proposed plan, and 
again indicated the disposition of the 
house to cut appropriations to a mini- 
mum, 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, addressed the 
house in favor of the resolution, while 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, believed it a 
dangerous move fraught with possibili- 
ties for large expense, and Mr. Ander- 
son, of Jenkins, was frankly surprised 
at the suggestion coming from “the 
watchdog of the treasury.” 

Mr. Hall believed that $300 or $400 
would cover the expense, but Mr. 
Wright saw a possibility of $10,000 or 
$20,000 expense, and the establishment 
of a precedent which would enable oth- 
er committees to ask for the same 
privilege. 

The new bills introduced in the house 
on Tuesday ran the total number sc

far introduced in the house up to 226, 
somewhat less than the average of 
former sessions for the same period. 

Representative Allen, of Upson, in- 
troduced a resolution extending the of- 
ficial welcome of .the state and the 
legislature to the Woodmen of the 
World, who today open their national 
convention here.

State Boundary Question. 

Messrs. Jones and Adams, of Elbert, 
introduced a resolution directing that 
the state of Georgia bring suit in the 
United States supreme court to de- 
termine the ‘boundary line between 
Georgia and South Carolina, which was 
referred to general judiciary No. 2. 

The resolution by Mr. Johnson, | 
Bartow, urging congress not to 1 
clude cotton in the food control bill, 
and specifying that the United States 
government, having declined to aid the 
farmers when cotton was at bank- 
rupting prices, should not now seek 
to control its price, came back from 
the senate with an amendment that 
the document be printed and sent to 
the Georgia senators and representa- 
tives. The amendment was agreed to 
and the resolution adopted. 

Among the proposed new legislation 
there are several bills of more than 
passing importance. 

Messrs. Burwell and Pickett propose, 
as was done some years ago, the en- 
actment of a law that will put a stop 
to the custom of “tipping.” The bill 
specifies that it shall be unlawful for 
employees of barber shops, hotels, res- 
taurants or any other public places 
“to solicit or accept gratuities or tips 
from guests or patrons’ and makes 
violation punishable by a fine #25 
or imprisonment of 10 days for each 
offense. 

Messrs. Conger ahd Griffin offered 
a bill to authorize owners of hogs to 
administer cholera serum to their own 
herds and to allow them to purchase 
the serum and bring it into the state 
from the open market.

“WILL PULL THROUGH 


‘Head of United States Mis- 
_ sion Confident the Nation 
| Will Emerge From Djiffi- 
| culties and Push the War. 


' Petrograd, July 10.—The American 
commission headed by Elihu Root has 
completed a month's survey of all 
phases of the Russian situation and is 
confident in the belief that the nation 
will successfully emerge from its in- 
ternal difficulties and be able to re- 
_direct its forces toward the energetic 
pursuance of the war. 
| The optimistic conclusions are not 
| derived alone from consultations with 
{the governmental heads, but are based 
‘more largely upon the spirit and de- 
‘termination of the people. The mem- 
bers of the commission who came in 
‘frequent contact with the popular dele- 
. gates, whether of the council of work- 
/ men’s and soldiers’ delegates, the peas- 
|ants’ delegates or any of the various 
lother elements of the complex prole- 
' tariat organism, have expressed the 
| opinion that beneath the feverish con- 
'flict of words and ambiguity of terms 
; which are the natural result of the 
newly acquired right of free speech, 
there lay a patriotic purpose not es- 
sentially different from that of other 
democracies at war with autocratic 
ideas. 

The question of the food supply is, in 
the opinion of the commission, the most 


important problem confronting the 
country, and unless some means is im- 


port, fall and winter will see famine 
in many places, 
i Mr. Root has made the following 
statement to the Associated Press: 
“The mission has accomplished what 
it came here to do, and we are greatly 
encouraged. We found no organic or 
incurable malady in the Russian democ- 
racy. Democracies are always in trou- 
ble, and we have seen days just as 
dark in the progress of our own. 
“We must remember that a people 
in whom all constructive effort has 
been suppressed so long can notso soon 
develop a genius for quick action. The 
first stage is necessarily one of de- 
bate. The solid, admirable traits in the 
Russian character will pull the nation 
through the present crisis. Natural 
love of law:-and order and capacity for 
local self-government have been dem- 
onstrated every day since the revolu- 
tion. The country’s most serious lack 
is money and adequate transportation. 
We shall do what we can to help Rus- 
sia in both.”

EDITORS FAVOR BAN 
ON FREE ADVERTISING 


Campaign Is Suggested to Kill 
Off the Publicity 
Agents. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 10.—Opposi- 
tion to free advertising and publicity 
by newspapers of the country was 
voiced by speakers at the afternoon 
session of the National Editorial as- 
paepencsonm convention here. 
| §& G. Goldthwaite, of Boone, Iowa, 
president of the Iowa Press association, 
‘recommended the appointment of a field 
‘secretary of the organization to con- 
iduct a campaign against free advertis- 
ing. 
“Despite the great progress of the 
last twenty-five years, too many news- 
papers still run a column of free read- 
ing matter to obtain a space advertise- 
ment,” he declared. 

He said further that editors should 
contribute freely of their space to the 
government during the war, but pre- 
dicted that a new arrangement would 
be entered into after the war. 

“The government has commandeered 
advertising space in newspapers for 
many years. Payment should be made 
for this space.” 

Print Paper Situation. 

Necessity for organization, economy 
and co-operation among newspaper 
publishers was emphasized tonight in 
the report of the legislative committee. 

This report dealt with the efforts of 
publishers to obtain print paper at rea- 
sonable prices and also touched on 
economies which should be practiced 
by publishers. , 

“During the past year,” said the re- 
port, “this committee has assumed the 
burden of attempting to protect the 
newspaper men, particularly those op- 
érating small establishments, from the 
greed of the print paper trust. 

“Investigation by the federal trade 
commission and by our committee has 
clearly shown that there has been only 
increase in the cost of manu- 
facturing print paper since 1915 and you 
all know the increase has been from 
50 to 200 per cent in the selling price. 

“I would estimate that the work that 
has been done by this organization and 
by the various other press and edi- 
torial organizations of the country has 
saved and will save the newspaper pub- 
lishers during 1917 at least $25,000,000 
over what they would have had to pay 
had the fight not been taken up by 
us a year ago.” 

Way to Obtain Relief. 

Of the proper method to obtain relief, 
the report says: 

“It seems to me that what should be 
done is to give the federal trade com- 
mission specific power to fix prices 
and take charge of distribution of 
print paper. If that is not sufficient 
Zive the trade commission power to 
take ovér the mills and operate them 
during the war period. We are now 
in a critical condition in this country 
and the pirates who have been holding 
us up On print paper, as well as those 
who have been holding the people up 
on foods, should be prosecuted and their 
privileges curtailed. 

“There is no question but that the 
interests of the country demand that 
the publishers be furnished paper at 
a reasonable price and in sufficient 
quantities to meet their legitimate de- 
mands. We should economize in every 
way possible. If we can get out on 
an issue of six pages, do not print 
eight, just simply to show that you 
are printing a larger paper than your 
competitor.” 
| The report said that the censorship 
| question had been settled ‘fairly satis- 
ifactorily” and that newspfpers should 
privi- 


‘be careful not to misuse their 
‘leges. 

Of postage rates the report said that 
a fair basis would be one which took 
into account the difference, between a 
publisher sending his papers2,000 miles 
and one whose mailing limit was two 
miles. The report took exception to 
the imposition of a 5 per cent tax on 
the profits of newspapers and declared 
that while willing to pay their just 
share of added war burdens, newspa- 
‘pers should not be compelled to pay 
any additional tax not levied on other 
| businesses. 


ATLANTA MAN INVENTS 
NEW AIRPLANE MODEL

10.—(Special.)—A 
new model for an airplane, the inven- 
tion of an Atlanta man, which came 
to the attention of a citizen of Sa- 
vannah who had specialized in aeronatu- 
tics, may be adopted by the United 
States government and put on the bat- 
tlefields of Europe. 

Fred Mylius, the inventor, lives at 
380 Woodward avenue, Atlanta, and his 
occupation is that of a railway mail 
clerk. Several years ago he patented 
‘. new design for an airplane, the new 
feature of which was a stabilizer which 
would prevent it turning over in the 
air, the patent was granted and the 
inventor has been seeking ever since 
to find some company which would 
take it up and manufacture the ma- 
chines.

Mylius, undertook to help him and or- 
ganize a company. tepresentatives of 
the Curtiss Aeroplane company threat- 
ened to prosecute them for infringe- 
ment of patent rights and the scheme 
was abandoned. —

office when George R. Benton, of Sa- 
vannah, who is seeking a commission 
in the aviation corps of the army, call- 
ied.

| model of the Mylius machine and dem- 
, onstrated how it worked, Mr. Benton 
‘immediately became enthusiastic and 
{said the machine represented a won- 
derful advance in the science of air 
| navigation. He said it would be almost 
| impossible for the machine to turn over 
in the air and communicated with the 
inventor to meet him in Sawannah to- 
cor He wired Representative How- 
ard: 
| “Mvylius demonstration perfectly sat- 
‘isfactory. Manufacture started.” 

It is said by the inventor the ma- 
chines can be manufactured for about 
+ $1,000 a piece and that if adopted they 
may be the means of saving many an 
allied aviator’s life.

ToBe Part of Work 
Of Every Preacher 


Hoover Wants Report 
Handed In at Church Each 
Sunday by Heads of Fami- 
lies Showing How Little 
They Are Eating. 


Washington, July 10.—The church is 
to become a positive force in food con- 
servation as a Tesult of a conference 
here today between food administra- 
tion officials and prominent church- 
men representing virtually every de- 
nomination in the United States. A 
committee from each denomination will 
aid in the campaign, which will in- 
clude weekly reports through the 
churches of what every family is ac- 
complishing in saving the necessities. 

After addresses by Herbert C. Hoover, 
Dr. R. L. Wilbur, George A. Cullen and 
other officials of the food administra- 
tion, the conference laid the founda- 
tion for co-operation in the conseTrva- 
tion work by adopting a _ resolution 
which urged that the food administra- 
tor secure at once the appointment in 
each religious body of a national rep- 
resentative committee to co-operate 
with the food administrator in carry- 
ing out the proposed program of his 
department and Mr. Noover, as national 
food administrator call upon the heads 
of all religious organizations to send 
forth at once to the members and ad- 
herents of their denominations or or- 
ganizations a brief inspirational ap- 
peal for immediate, persistent, con- 
tinual co-operation to conserve food 
and eliminate waste and to call for 
mass meetings to arouse people to 
a sense of the need for food economy. 

Pastors will be asked to keep their 
congregations constantly alive to their 
duty of food saving. The weekly re- 
port, planned in furtherance of this 
purpose, requires that the head of each 
family hand in atchureh each Sunday a 
uniform report card showing in de- 
tail what has been done in his home 
during the week toward conservation. 
On the card, alongside the column to 
ibe filled in by the person reporting, 
is printed the food administration’s re- 


seven wheatless meals and seven meals 
including dishes made from “left-overs’ 
each week. 

Tomorrow representatives of the pa- 
triotic societies will meet administra- 
tion officials to discuss what they 
can do in the food conservation cam- 
paign and representatives of- the fra- 
ternal orders will come on the day fol- 
lowing.

Nutting to Urge Council Res- 
olution Asking Executive 
Committee to Act. 


Goaded by remarks from his friends 
in council because he had let Mayor 
Pro Tem. Kelley get ahead of him in 
championing the cause of woman suf- 
frage in council, his favorite legisla-
